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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Examiner had rejected 
the claims over Chen by asserting that the main pole is not 102. The Examiner would like to thank Applicant for pointing out an inadvertent 
error in the response to arguments section of the previous Office Action. The sentence should have read "However, one of ordinary skill in 
the art would realize that the substrate is not 102, but rather that a substrate would be in the area of the reference numeral 70 in Chen's 
Fig. 7." The paragraph was not arguing a main pole but arguing which layer would correspond to the claimed substrate. 
Applicant further argues that the write gap of Chen does not teach the write gap of the present invention and that the perpendicular head of 
Chen would not be able to function as a peripheral recording write head disclosed in the present invention. However, Applicant is arguing 
limitations which are not claimed. While the figures of the present invention may disclose a peripheral recording write head as asserted by 
Applicant, there is no such recitation in the claims. 

Applicant then goes on to argue a structure found in Chen's fig. 4. However, the head in fig. 4 is not of Chen's invention. Rather, fig. 4 is 
clearly marked as (Prior Art) and thus has little to do with Chen's teachings and the standing rejection of the claims. 
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
